A PARK! 


Hotel driveway in greenspace

Supporters of a park along the 
Brooklyn waterfront this week 
blasted the state’s proposed com- 
mercial, residential and greenspace 
development known as Brooklyn 
Bridge Park after new renderings 
showed a hotel driveway inside 
one entrance. 

Under the current state proposal, the 
so-called Brooklyn Bridge Park will in- 
clude more and more private develop- 
ment within its Brooklyn Heights and 
DUMBO footprint, opponents charge. 

“The planners are catering to income- 
producing venues and now land that 
was supposed to be park is becoming 
service areas for the development,” said 
DUMBO resident Lucy Wilner, follow- 
ing a public meeting with project plan- 
ners last Thursday at Metrotech. 

“They make a driveway for a hotel and 
call it a park drop-off,” she fumed. 

Wilner’s complaint underscored the 
ongoing debate surrounding the 1.3- 
mile-long project. 

Opponents — including the Sierra 
Club — have sued, claiming that it is il- 
legal to put private development within 
a public park. 

But a state lawyer argued in Brooklyn 


Supreme Court last week that the John 
Street hotel — and other buildings with- 
in the “park” footprint — shouldn’t be 
considered a part of the publicly funded 
“park” at all. 

Empire State Development Corpora- 
tion lawyer David Paget argued that re- 
gardless of their joint use of the name 
“Brooklyn Bridge Park” — and shared 
geography along the Brooklyn waterfront 
— the “development” and the “parkland” 
are distinct entities. 

“They are not the same thing,” he 
told Justice Lawrence Knipel at the first 
hearing in the landmark case. 

Park opponents weren’t impressed by 
Paget’s linguistic legerdemain. 

“It’s all a little glib,” said Jo Anne Si- 
mon, a Downtown lawyer and Democrat- 
ic district leader. “The fact is, the buildings 
are part of the park because they are on 
land that was supposed to be park.” 

Robert Chiara, the attorney for the pro- 
ject’s opponents, argued that the state must 
divulge all agreements made between the 
park planners and developers of the con- 
dos and commercial spaces within it. 

“There may be deals with other devel- 
opers,” he said, according to court papers 
obtained by The Brooklyn Papers. 

Developers have sought to be included 
in the park zone because such piojecs cir- 
cumvent local review and tax assessments.

For Vito, fact-finding pays well 

News: Ridge Rep. misused campaign cash — and Muppets!

Bay Ridge’s four-term Republican 
congressman has been dipping into 
campaign funds to finance pleasure 
trips to exclusive resorts in Florida, 
Colorado, Nevada and California, 
according to published reports. 

Rep. Vito Fossella violated federal law 
when he took $53,142 from his campaign 
war chest to pay for fun-filled trips to the 
Bellagio Hotel and Casino in Las Vegas 
and the Lodge at Vail, according to the 
Daily News. 

The trips often included his wife and 
two children, the News reported. 

In addition to the alleged misuse of cam- 
paign funds, the congressman took $11,000 


from political consultants and corporate 
sponsors for “fact-finding missions,” in- 
cluding a $5,000 stay at Tumberry Isle Re- 
sort near Miami, which he charged to a po- 
litical consultant’s credit card. 

Fossella also failed to disclose a free 
roundtrip to Miami on the private jet of the 
late Richard Adeo, cited by federal author- 
ities as a Gambino crime family associate. 

He even sent out a taxpayer-funded 
mailing in which it appeared that Muppets 
Elmo and Rosita were endorsing him — a 
no-no in the public TV world (see photo). 

A Federal Election Commission spokes- 
man would not confirm whether Fossella 
is under investigation, saying “enforce- 
ment matters are confidential under law.” 
If found guilty, Fossella would, at 
most, face a fine, the spokesman said. 

Fossella told the Daily News that “mis- 



takes have been made,” but attributed the 
confusion to poor bookkeeping. 

“Everything we’ve done has been con- 
sistent with rules and regulations,” he said. 

He did not return calls from The Brook- 
lyn Papers. 

Fossella has been under increased scru- 


tiny in the wake of corruption scandals that 
have rocked the national GOP, including 
the fall of lobbyist Jack Abramoff and House 
Majority Leader Tom DeLay (R-Texas). 

Clear links between Abramoff and Fos- 
sella were previously reported. Records 
show that Abramoff hosted a 2002 
fundraiser for Fossella at a Yankees/Ori- 
oles game in Baltimore that raked in 
$1,000 a ticket. Fossella has denied that 
Abramoff was involved in the event. 

Steve Harrison, Fossella’s Democratic 
opponent in November’s election, said: 
“There seem to be some legs to [the 
chaiges], by virtue of the fact that he has ad- 
mitted that he made some mistakes and has 
had to amend 18 forms over the years, 
which seems to an awful lot.” 

‘This hurts his chances for re-election — 
he’s clearly out of touch with the people.”

T HIS COULD BE the year 
when I get to see a grown 
Japanese man cry. That’s 
right, sports fans, it all grills down 
to this: Joey Chestnut — a new- 
comer who ate 50 hot dogs and 
buns in May — is poised and 
ready to defeat the greatest athlete 
of all time, five-time world hot- 
dog-eating champ Takeru Kobay- 


ashi, on July 4 at Coney Island. 

Can Chestnut — who never even 
competed in the Nathan’s contest un- 
til last year, when he ate a mere 32 
hot dogs and buns — beat Koba- 
yashi, whose personal best is more 
than 20 HDBs better? 

In a word, yes. 

“I do feel I’m getting stronger,” 
Chestnut told The Brooklyn Angle in 


an exclusive interview (“exclusive” 
because I once stole his cellphone 
number off my caller ID, “interview” 
because he picked up the phone). 

Who am I to make such an out- 
landish claim that Chestnut can beat 
Kobayashi? This columnist certainly 
needs no introduction among the 
frankagencia, who know me as “The 
Bard of Bull,” “The Homer of the 


Hot Dog,” and, more recently, “The 
Breslin of the Bowel.” 

But you newbies should know 
that for the past five years, I have sat 
inches below Kobayashi as he masti- 
cated his way into history. 

It’s a dirty job — no, it’s a really 
dirty job — but somebody has to 
crouch below the table of champions 
to verify that Kobayashi is indeed 


downing all those hot dogs and all 
those buns. 

And before Kobayashi, it was 
Kazutoyo “The Rabbit” Arai. And 
before him, Steve “Ralph” Keiner. 
And before him, Hirofumi “The 
Tokyo Terror” Nakajima. And before 
him, Ed “The Maspeth Monster” 
Krachie. 

Covering myself in such glory — 


and spit, bun, bits of mystery meat 
and sweat — I know a bona-fide 
phenom when I see one. Chestnut is 
the real deal. 

And there are at least three factors 
playing in his favor next week: 

1. Age before booty: At 27, 

Kobayashi is practically ancient by 
competitive-eating standards. By age 
25, Frank “Hollywood” Dellarosa — 
unforgettable after his then-record- 
setting “21 in ’91” performance — 
had already moved to LaLa Land for 
his staring 
role in “Kiss 
Me, Guido” 

(he played 
one of the 
guidos). Hi- 
rofumi “The 
Tokyo Terror” Nakajima — who did 
more for the sport of competitive eat- 
ing than anyone since the Roman 
gladiator Vomitus Minimus — was 
finished in his mid-20s. 

As former champion Ed “The 
Maspeth Monster” Krachie used to 
say, “I just want one more contest. 
Just one more,” like a chain-smoking 
housewife at a slot machine thinking 
her luck is going to change with 
every next quarter. It never did. 

At 22, Chestnut is the same age 
as Kobayashi when he first came to 
Coney Island, a mere wisp of a 
man with an eating resume as thin 
as his torso — and proceeded to 
down 50 HDBs. 


2. The fear factor: Kobayashi 
has never been challenged. In fact, 
no one has even come within a 
dozen HDBs of beating him. A 

But this time, Kobayashi is look- 
ing fear in the face — not the tem- 
porary fear that comes from eating 
a few pounds of pan-seared cow 
brains or downing bowl after bowl 
of mayonnaise. This time, 
Kobayashi is facing a challenger 
who could actually beat him. 

“I think 
that’s the big- 
gest thing,” 
Chestnut said. 
“He’s never 
been pushed 

Chestnut knows how to do that, 
pushing Kobayashi for seven min- 
utes of the eight-minute Krystal 
hamburger-eating competition re- 
cently. True, Kobayashi munched 
ahead in the last few seconds to 
pluck victory from the jaws of de- 
feat, but he was scared. I saw it in 
his Adam’s apple. 

3. Fire in the belly: Kobayashi 
has won five times. It’s unprece- 
dented. It’s astounding. It’s the 
equivalent of the Mets winning the 
World Series — every year for the 
next decade. 

It’s also going to end. Kobayashi 
knows it. The fans know it. Even, on 
some level, the hot dogs know it.

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HOOK PORT 
FIGHTS BACK

Brooklyn’s last port operator is 
calling in the big guys to lend a help- 
ing hull in its fight against Port 
Authority officials who want to close 
the Red Hook container port. 

A 700-foot freighter belonging to ZIM, 
a major international shipper, dropped an- 
chor at the port on Tuesday — the first of 
what will be weekly visits for the ship, 
The Indus Express. 

Workers from American Stevedoring 
— the company trying to remain at the 
Red Hook port — handled more than 
12,000 containers, including computers, 
Indian-siik sheets, shoes and toothbrushes. 

The Israeli cargo-haulers signed a 12- 


month contract with Stevedoring — a deal 
dockworkers say will create 152 jobs and 
take 75,000 trucks off local roads every year. 

But even before the first ship docked, 
the contract was already being criticized 
by the Port Authority, which wants to 
close the container port in favor of a “mar- 
itime-themed destination” that agency of- 
ficials say would create more jobs. 

Port Authority spokesman Steve Cole- 
man said that the agency is not backing 
down from its plan to evict Stevedoring 

“ZIM will then relocate to New Jersey,” 
Coleman said. 

Local elected officials said the Port Au- 
thority was blowing a chance to keep the 
working port in Red Hook. 


“The contract means good jobs and 
cheaper goods,” said Rep. Jerrold Nadler 
(D-Coney Island). 

A similar conflict arose last year, when 
the Port Authority sent another major 
Brooklyn-bound shipper, Hamburg Sud, 
to New Jersey, saying the Brooklyn port 
would not stay open beyond March, 2007. 

This time. Stevedoring invited the press 
to cover the ZIM boat’s arrival, hoping 
that coverage would generate support for 
their operation in Red Hook. 

A ZIM senior vice president, Capt. 
Chaim Shacham, said he didn’t want to 
get in the middle of a public policy (and 
public relations) battle. 

“I ship,” he said. ‘T don’t talk.”

A Golden: Free Ground Zero

The World Trade Center museum 
won’t be able to charge an admission 
fee — if state lawmakers have any- 
thing to do with it. 

But Gov. Pataki has threatened to veto 
just-passed legislation, which would block 
state funds from being allocated to the fu- 
ture museum at Ground Zero if it charges 
an entrance fee. 

The governor’s veto threat has supporters 
of the bill dying foul. 

“Charging admission would be horrible,” 
said Jim Riches, a battalion chief whose 


oldest son died in the terror attacks. 

“Some people won’t have the money to 
go ... I think every American should be able 
to see it. It’s a part of American history.” 

But opponents of the bill, including May- 
or Bloomberg, have said that the museum 
will have to charge admission, unless some 
funding stream can be tapped. 

The museum will be free for the families 
of 9-11 victims, all sides have said. And the 
memorial itself will be tree to all visitors. 

“While [we] would wholeheartedly pre- 
fer not to charge at the museum, it is unre- 
alistic and short-sighted to pass a law bar- 
ring the option to do so,” John Whitehead, 


chair of the WTC Memorial Foundation, 
wrote to Assembly Speaker Sheldon Sil- 
ver (D-Manhattan). 

Whitehead argued that museums can 
barely survive without admission fees. 

But Riches likened the Ground Zero 
museum to the free one at Pearl Harbor. 

“Let the federal government pay for it,” 
said Riches. “They dropped the ball that 
day.” 

State Sen. Marty Golden (R-Bay Ridge) 
agrees: “This is die most heinous crime 
committed in this country. We shouldn’t 
even think about charging.”

Brooklyn has a bad case 
of the shopping flu, but 
there aren’t enough places 
to get treatment, a new 
report shows. 

One of the key findings in 
the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce’s annual economic 
study is that too many Brook- 


lynites are still doing their 
shopping in the suburbs or 
Manhattan — and not by 

“They want to shop closer 
to home, but there isn’t 
enough of the kind of retail 
they want,” said the report’s 
author, Rebecca Busansky. 


“Every time a new store 
opens — whether it’s the Tar- 
get at Atlantic Terminal, the 
Fairway in Red Hook, or the 
new Home Depot in Bed-Stuy 

— customers flock to it.” 

The fault lies not in the law 

— the borough is zoned for 
66 million square feet of re- 


tail, with only 25 million be- 
ing used — but with the ulti- 
mate Catch-22 of commerce: 
If a developer builds it, cus- 
tomers may come — but the 
customers will keep shopping 
elsewhere until it’s built. 

That’s what customers at 
Target were saying the other 

“Before they built this, I 
used to shop in Queens,” said 


Denise Baiardi, who lives in 
nearby Clinton Hill. 

And Tamika Farley, shop- 
ping for bath mats, said she 
used to shop at the Century 21 
in Lower Manhattan. 

Target’s Downtown Brook- 
lyn location is one of the 
chain’s busiest stores nation- 
wide. The company will open 
another location near Brook- 
lyn College next fall. 


Meanwhile, foodies have 
been flocking to the Red Hook 
Fairway, which claims that its 
sales are already comparable 
to locations in Harlem and on 
Long Island. 

Such stores are so popular 
that some Brooklynites are call- 
ing for something even bigger. 

“We need a Wal-Mart in 
Brooklyn,” said Target shop- 
per Chris Neal, of Park Slope.

Not everyone thinks Brook- 
lyn should be putting out the 
welcome mat to retailers. An- 
other finding of the study 
showed that the borough was 
still bleeding manufacturing 
jobs, losing another 7.6 per- 
cent last year, part of a region- 
wide trend. 

“More retail? I think we 
have retail coming out the wa- 
zoo,” said Chris Shepard, 
business development manag- 
er for the Southwest Brooklyn 
Industrial Development Cor- 
poration, which seeks to pre- 
serve manufacturing jobs. 

“Our biggest problem is not 
that we don’t have places to 
buy things, it’s that we don’t 
have places to make things.” 

Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce President Ken Adams 
agreed that some manufactur- 
ing needs to be saved, but said 
city and state resources should 
only prop up manufacturing 
that the region needs, rather 
than trying to hold onto jobs 
— like garment-working — 
that are fleeing overseas. 

“Those jobs can’t be 
saved,” he said. “But there are 
industries — like food pro- 
duction and high-end furni- 


ture-making, for example — 
that are seeing growth.” 

Other findings of the study 
included: 

• Brooklyn’s labor force re- 
mains heavily dependent on 
public sector jobs. Currently, 
41 percent of borough’s work- 
ers are employed in the public 
sector, up from 39 percent last 

Adams said diversifying 
the workforce should be a top 
priority — which is why the 
Chamber supports more office 
construction. 

“We need to attract more fi- 
nancial, insurance and real-es- 
tate sector jobs,” he said. 

• Wages are keeping pace 
with — and in many cases, 
surpassing — inflation. Over- 
all, salaries were up 7.8 per- 
cent last year — with utility, 
financial, information, arts and 
private sanitation workers see- 
ing double-digit increases.

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Nabes to join downzone club 

Fort Greene and Clinton Hill seek to block taller buildings 



Under the city's new rezoning proposal for Fort Greene and Clinton Hill, buildings on the com- 
mercial strips of Myrtle Avenue and Fulton Street could rise as high as 80 feet, while buildings 
on Atlantic Avenue could go up to 1 20 feet. Meanwhile, buildings on the remaining residen- 
tial streets — all of the area within the thick dotted line — would be limited to 50 feet.

The low-rise brownstone 
feel of Fort Greene and 
Clinton Hill will be saved, 
retail strips will get a devel- 
opment boost and afford- 
able housing will be created 
under a new city zoning pro- 
posal released last week. 

The Department of City 
Planning’s most-recent rezon- 
ing effort will increase the 
maximum possible building 
height on the neighborhoods’ 
main commercial drags — 
Fulton Street and Myrtle and 
Atlantic avenues — while 
protecting the “inner blocks” 
from excessive height. 

The plan also includes in- 
centives for developers to in- 
clude affordable housing in 
their buildings — similar to 
last year’s much-heralded re- 
zoning of the Williamsburg- 
Greenpoint waterfront. 

The proposed rezoning “re- 
spects the unique character of 
Fort Greene and Clinton Hill 
. . . while allowing opportuni- 
ties for modest growth,” said 
Planning spokeswoman Jen- 
nifer Torres. 

The proposal is the result of 
two years of intense commu- 
nication between the city and 
community groups. 

“We have been very in- 
volved as a community, and 
we have a great deal of re- 
spect for City Planning and 


how open and receptive 
they’ve been,” said Phillip 
Kellogg, director of the Fort 
Greene Association. 

The proposal follows previ- 
ous efforts to upzone portions 
of residential neighborhoods to 
allow for increased economic 


and residential development, 
while downzoning interior 
sections to protect them from 
out-of-context growth. 

These initiatives have been 
applauded in other areas, such 
as Dyker Heights and the 
South Slope. 


The Fort Greene proposal 
was unveiled at last week’s 
meeting of Community Board 
2’s Land Use Committee. 

Torres said the plan was 
necessary because “the zoning 
in this area has not changed 
since the 1960s and it does not 


conform to the neighborhood 
character.” 

If accepted, the new classi- 
fication would preclude build- 
ings taller than 50 feet on non- 
commercial streets. This 
zoning is the norm throughout 
other parts of Brownstone 
Brooklyn, such as Boerum 
Hill and Park Slope. 

“This will allow developers 
to build, but require them to 
build in context,” said Sharon 
Barnes of the Society for Clin- 
ton Hill. “They’ll have to re- 
spect what’s in the immediate 
vicinity.” 

Meanwhile, lots on Atlantic 
Avenue — the “underutilized” 
part of the neighborhood, ac- 
cording to City Planning’s 
Borough Director Regina My- 
ers — would allow buildings 
of up to 120 feet, up from the 
current 80 feet. The maximum 
building height on commer- 
cial Myrtle Avenue would be 
80 feet. 

Under the affordable hous- 
ing provision, a developer 
could add 33 percent more 
square-footage if 20 percent of 
the building is reserved for 
low-income housing — al- 
though Torres admitted that the 
definition of “low-income” is 
still being determined. 

The rezoning is expected to 
be ratified by the middle of 
2007. 

“Ninety-five percent of the 
community is already in sup- 
port,” said Kellogg.

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Heroes pull two from collapse 

The Brooklyn Papers 

Two construction work- 
ers were seriously injured 
Tuesday when they were 
buried under a collapsed 
wall at a building site near 
the Gowanus Canal. 

The two men, brothers and 
Sunset Park residents Herber- 
to and Manuel Vergara, had 
been trapped for nearly an 
hour as firemen and other 
emergency workers dug — 
many using their bare hands 
— to free them from their 
muddy prison at Third Avenue 
and 11th Street. 

Later, Con Edison provided 
a high-powered vacuum to 
siphon rocks and soil. A crane 
removed the largest sections 
of the collapsed wall. 

Paramedics Joel Pierce and 
Brian Frayne — both from the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant-based Bat- 
talion 57 — stabilized the 
brothers while the slow rescue 
unfolded. 

“Rushing creates more 
casualties,” said Pierce. 

The two men were rushed 
to Lutheran Medical Center in 
Sunset Park, where they were 
in stable condition.

one angry Downtown Brook- 
lyn resident. He said he’d also 
seen bus operators hit on fe- 
male passengers, use profani- 
ty, and talk on cellphones 
while driving. 

“And that step up,” added 
one woman, referring to board- 
ing the B69 at msh hour.

Passengers and officials 
sized each other up by using 
the esoteric vocabulary of a 
bus-obsessed sub-culture.

Brooklyn and Wal-Mart: 


T HERE IS ONE unavoidable 
conclusion written between 
the lines of this week’s 
Chamber of Commerce report on 
our local economy: Brooklyn 
needs Wal-Mart. 

We agree, with some fairly 
significant — and easily met — 
caveats. 

With a ring of suburban-mall- 
style locations encircling New York 
City, Wal-Mart has been in search 
of the “right” location for its first 
entry into the city. So far, it has met 
fierce opposition in Queens and 
Staten Island — and undoubtedly 
the Bentonville behemoth antici- 


pates a bruising fight in Brooklyn. 

The debate over Wal-Mart is 
healthy. But even healthier would be 
to encourage Wal-Mart to open in 
Brooklyn — in the right place, with 
a suitable design, and with proper 
respect paid to Brooklyn workers. 

Whichever borough captures 
New York City’s first Wal-Mart 
could benefit richly. Because Wal- 
Mart is trying to enter urban mar- 
kets throughout the country — and 
meeting strong resistance — the 
company is highly motivated to “do 
the right thing” here. 

As the song goes, making it here 
— in other words, doing an urban 
store right — will mean Wal-Mart 
can make it anywhere. 


And if the company does the 
right thing in Brooklyn, the whole 
country will hear about it. 

T HE BEST LOCATION for New 
York City's first Wal-Mart is 
Downtown Brooklyn. 

The area is well served by public 
transit, has reasonable vehicular ac- 
cess, and is surrounded by bloom- 
ing residential neighborhoods with 
hundreds of thousands of potential 
shoppers. 

City planners have already carved 
out Downtown as a warren of tall of- 
fice buildings — and, as the Chamber 
report shows, people typically shop 
where they work. If more office 


workers are coming to Downtown 
Brooklyn, Brooklyn needs to capture 
their spending money. 

A Wal-Mart drawing shoppers to 
Downtown could well enhance the 
profitability of many nearby busi- 
nesses, whereas a Wal-Mart placed 
on the borough’s periphery — say, 
in the Caesar’s Bay shopping plaza 
in Bensonhurst or near the Gateway 
shopping center at Spring Creek — 
would create a great “sucking 
sound” away from Downtown. 

A Downtown site would give the 
chain its best “big city” test. Let’s 
face it, Rego Park, Queens, and the 
southern tip of Staten Island are 
hardly ready-for-prime-time, “big 
city” venues that would show off

the new, urban face of Wal-Mart. 

W AL-M ART'S STANDARD 
one-level big-box store 
with an endless parking lot 
won't fit in Downtown. 

Wal-Mart has already modified its 
design in other locales, but in Brook- 
lyn, the opportunity for revolutionary 
change in the store’s design, transit 
connections and delivery options is 
compelling, and would set the stage 
for Wal-Mart’s urban future. 

W HAT ABOUT Wal-Mart's la- 
bor practices? Consider 
this: the Chamber report 
finds Brooklyn’s unemployment rate 
at rock bottom — just 5 percent. 
This is not Oskaloosa, Iowa; In 


Brooklyn, Wal-Mart would not find 
qualified staff willing to work for 
sub-par wages and sub-par benefits. 

Brooklyn presents Wal-Mart 
with the perfect opportunity to face 
its critics head on by paying fair 
wages and offering fair benefits. 
The company won’t be able to staff 
its store any other way. 


W E ARE CONCERNED about 
the company's record on 
free speech issues. 

Most New Yorkers are unaware 
that Wal-Mart is one of America’s 
biggest sellers of books and CDs, and 
when the chain’s Arkansas-based 
sachems are offended by a racy new 
book or a gritty rap album, elements 


of our shared culture are pulled from 
Wal-Mart shelves. 

This may not be a problem else- 
where, but we can’t imagine Wal- 
Mart giving Brooklyn an exclusive 
diet of Rush Limbaugh, Ann Coul- 
ter and born-again inspirational 
tomes, and refusing to carry albums 
by Nirvana, Godsmack and even 
Sheryl Crow, along with the best- 
selling book by John Stewart, 
“America.” 


In the end, the market will rule. 

With the proper political and civic 
leadership, Brooklynites are likely to 
bring changes to Wal-Mart’s culture 
far more significant than the changes 
Wal-Mart will bring to ours.

Whole Foods, which owns the site, did not raise any objection 
to the landmark protection, as the company had planned on con- 
structing its superstore around the building — whether or not it 
was landmarked.

New plan for 
'piggy bank' 


Cobble Hill residents were fuming after city landmarks 
officials violated their own rules and approved a 60-foot 
tower within the neighborhood’s historic district - which 
is supposed to be protected by a 50-foot height limit. 

“We are very unhappy that the commission failed to recognize 
its own law and preserve the low-scale of buildings,” said preser- 
vationist Franklin Stone after the Landmarks Preservation Com- 
mission approved developer David Walentas’s plan for a tower 
adjacent to the Independence Bank building on Atlantic Avenue. 

Walentas’s Two Trees Management had originally proposed a 
60-foot residential annex “piggy-backed” above the landmark 
83-year-old Renaissance revival building — but Landmarks vot- 
ed it down because it required demolition of part of the bank. 

But at a June 13 hearing, the panel greenlighted Walentas’s 
slightly wider 60-story condo in two adjacent lots. 

“We appreciate that Landmarks protected the [bank], but the 
bulk of the new building will still overshadow the bank and the 
entire street,” said Craig Hammerman, district manager for Com- 
munity Board 6. 

Cobble Hill residents and city landmarks officials had never 
seen quite eye-to-eye on the project, with Hill preservationists de- 
crying the height of the proposed condo, while the commission 
focused solely on Walentas’s proposed demolition. 

A Landmarks spokeswoman said this week that the 60-foot height 
was “compatible” with other buildings on Atlantic Avenue.

L ast night, I ate a hotdog on my 
patio. My husband grilled it on a 
tiny hibachi, and I served it with 
coleslaw purchased from the super- 
market and a green salad. No offense 
to any of the chefs who fed me so 
well this winter, but it was one of the 
best meals I’ve had all year.

So I’ve 
found restaurants that offer sophisti- 
cated cuisine in outdoor spaces that 
shield you from the usual sidewalk 
dining mishaps: ankle-gnawing 

schnauzers, the aroma of wafting 
garbage and that damn car alarm that 
won’t stop beeping. 

Jolie, a French bistro in Boerum 
Hill, is an elegant oasis of serenity 
off busy Atlantic Avenue. It may be 
one of the most feminine restaurants 
too, with flattering lighting, paintings 
of dancing girls and French doors 
that open onto a bi-level terrace 
ringed with flowers and herbs. Under 
one of the 50 umbrella-topped tables, 
you can enjoy chef Michel Pomhet’s 
classic French cuisine while sipping 
an “adult slushie.” Two to try are the 
Tracey (green apple sorbet and Cal- 
vados apple brandy) and the Ida (Ri- 
card Pastis and coconut sorbet with a 
sprinkling of raw sugar). 

From now through the final match 
on July 9, the World Cup is being 
shown on a big outdoor, awning- 
covered screen. French film buffs 
will want to stop in around 8 pm for 
“Cinetastic Sunday,” to watch classic 
French films shown al fresco. 

Another eatery where traditional 
French cuisine is served in casual 
surroundings is Le Gamin in 
Prospect Heights. During the warmer 
months, the waitstaff at this funky 
little place opens the back door onto 
a small garden with umbrella-cov- 
ered tables that seat 26. No one rush- 
es locals, who linger over crepes, ex- 
cellent omelets and an exemplary 
“salade nicoise.”

In the evening, the wood-fenced 
outdoor space is surprisingly quiet 
for a spot on noisy Vanderbilt Av- 
enue, and, judging from the hand- 
holding couples, romantic, too. 

Housed in a three-story brown- 
stone in DUMBO is Five Front, a 
bistro with one of the prettiest out- 
door dining spots in the borough. The 
eatery, located beneath the Brooklyn 
Bridge, is also one of the finest 
places to dine on new American cui- 
sine. I shared a meal at the bar with a 
friend recently and flipped for chef 
Paul Vicino’s airy goat cheese gnoc- 


chi (tiny potato dumplings), topped 
with a sprinkle of roasted beets and a 
drizzle of melted butter. 

Striped umbrellas shade the 40 
seats in the restaurant’s lush bamboo 
garden where a small bar is canopied 
by the leaves of a birch tree. The 
feeling of stumbling onto a secret 
gem keeps diners returning to this se- 
cluded spot. 

I’m still thinking about my fabu- 
lous dinner in April at Nouvelle in 
Bay Ridge. Andy Yang, the chef at 
this Asian-French fusion eatery, 
wooed me with caviar-topped tuna. 


dazzled me with his lobster roll, and 
had me begging for mercy by the 
time the rib eye with truffle sauce 
landed on the table. 

I’d still return for more if he was 
serving food out of a truck, but slum- 
ming won’t be necessary. There’s a 
lovely shaded deck in the back of the 
restaurant that seats 20. 1 plan on sit- 
ting beneath one of the yellow um- 
brella-covered tables there soon — 
just me, an ice-cold litchi martini and 
a plate of whatever “Andysan” 
dreams up that evening. 

I had another Bay Ridge blowout 
earlier in the year at Amelia's Ris- 
torante, an Italian restaurant where 
chef Ken Deiner mans the kitchen 
and the dining room with equal zeal. 
He’s just enlarged his eight-table 
restaurant to include a garden area 
with seating for 65. The best thing 
about the new outdoor space — and, 
Deiner says, unique to the Bay Ridge 
neighborhood — is a six-seat raw bar 
where patrons can pull up a stool and 
watch as clams and oysters are 
shucked and plated. 

If raw fish isn’t your thing, there 
are steamers as well as seafood ke- 
babs available at the bar and candlelit 
tables. Now until early September is 
the time to stop in for macadamia- 
cmsted soft shell crabs with a drizzle 
of light lemon cream. 

It’s just a short flight down from 
Convivium Osteria’s rustic dining 
room to its garden. The 26-seat, per- 
gola-covered area makes a breezy 
setting for chef Carlo Pulixi’s hearty 
Spanish, Portuguese and Italian fare. 
Standouts to try are the whole braised 
artichokes and the crusty rib eye 
steak-for-two. Climbing ivy, lush 
plantings and roses in bloom add to 
the feeling of enchantment diners 
have come to expect from this Park 
Slope old timer. 

The ideal place for a break from 
the relentless hipness of Williams- 
burg can be found in the dramatic 
courtyard at My Moon, a Turkish- 
Mediterranean eatery. In the warmer 
months, owner Bener Bilgin opens 
the doors of the vast, 246-seat eatery 
onto a stunning, two-level bricked 
outdoor area with seating for an addi- 
tional 90 persons. Planted trees help 
shade diners on the upper tier of the

wooden deck; on the lower step, 
wooden tables and benches are sur- 
rounded by sheer, saffron-colored 
drapes that blow about each little 
space, giving the enclosed diners a 
breezy outdoor party room of their 

While you’re there, sip a “Pomeli- 
tan” (Absolut citron vodka and 
pomegranate juice) and graze on 
small plates of chef Manny Marin’s 
meze. The grilled sardines, seafood 
filled grape leaves and “morcilla 
piquillos,” Spanish red peppers 
stuffed with rice and sausage in green 
sauce, are recommended. 

Walk through the small dining 
room of lei, a casual bistro in Fort 
Greene, to a small, appealing garden 
surrounded by a white picket fence. 
Settle at one of the 27 seats or perch 
on the old-fashioned metal glider, 
and sample Texas-bom chef Julie 
Farias’s French fare by way of the 
Panhandle. Her chicken liver 
schnitzel with shallot confit, and 
skate with wilted dandelion greens, 
lemon and brown butter are must- 
haves regardless of the temperature. 

I couldn’t write a story about out- 
door dining and not include Alma in 
Red Hook. The three-level establish- 
ment sports a year-round, tented roof 
garden with a view of the Manhattan 
skyline so glamorous and vast as to 
seem like a stage set. The eatery’s 
pan-regional Mexican fare receives 
kudos from food critics, as well as a 
loyal following who chow down on 
seared rare tuna with roasted mango 
and com salsa and sip passion fruit 
and guava mojitos. Anyone who 
dines there agrees that the delicious 
fare tastes even better eaten so close 
to the stars.

NY Puppet Library presents performances , 
loans handmade masks , marionettes & more

J uly is the perfect time to visit the 
New York Puppet Library — a 
cool, bewitching space that’s actu- 
ally located inside the arch in Grand 
Army Plaza — because Brooklyn fam- 
ilies will be able to enjoy two charming 
puppet shows there this month. 

The Puppet Library hosts delightful 
shows for all ages, and on Saturday af- 
ternoons, it opens its collection of large 
and small puppets to the public, who 
are invited to browse and borrow. 

You won’t find Big Bird, Mickey 
Mouse or SpongeBob at the New York 
Puppet Library. Instead there’s an ex- 
traordinary assembly of original, hand- 
made creatures, characters and animals 
— from parade puppets to masks to 
marionettes — littering the landings 
and bunched along the railings of the 
spiral staircase leading up to the loft- 
like performance space atop the Sol- 
dier’s and Sailor’s Memorial Arch. It’s 
a climb that casts a spell of enchant- 
ment, as each corkscrew turn creates a 
new vista of fantasies. 

Theater in miniature 

On July 1 and 8, “Ting!,” the story 
of an inept matchmaking angel, will 
come to the tiny theater. Rolande 
Duprey, the artistic director of Purple 
Rock Productions Puppet Company in 
Hartford, Conn., spent two years de- 
veloping the one-woman show, in 
which hand puppets at times operate 
their own small marionettes, a 
metaphor for human relationships. 

Most of us will identify with the an- 
gel Ting, who can’t fly, can’t play the 
harp, and lives in a “confusing world 
of random junk and chaotic, unfinished 
assignments she has either forgotten to 
do or left aside.” Ting’s “hidden tal- 
ent,” as hinted by the show’s press ma- 
terials, is an ability to encourage love 
— all kinds of love. The play is “al- 
most fully nonverbal,” says Duprey, 
and uses music and pantomime to tell 
the story of Ting’s “mission of bring- 
ing two lovers together.” 

“She starts out inept, and [is] kicked 
out of the band [of angels] for not be- 
ing able to play instruments,” Duprey 
told GO Brooklyn. “She consistently 
encounters obstacles, and through a se- 
ries of episodes, she discovers how 
love transforms her.” 

“Ting!” will be preceded by a short 
performance by Adelka Polak, featur- 
ing large angel and demon puppets. Al- 
though all ages are welcome to attend 
“Ting!,” younger children may not be 
able to follow the complex narrative, 
so Duprey recommends the show for 
ages 12 through adult. 

If you’re looking for something to 
do with wee folk, they’ll be enchanted 


by “P. T. Widdle’s Suitcase of Won- 
ders,” a toy theater magic show for all 
ages by Peter Ross appearing at the 
Memorial Arch on July 22 and 29. The 
show features Smallini, the world’s 
tiniest magician, who will perform 
feats of legerdemain, like levitating a 
doll and making a four-inch elephant 
disappear! 

Illusionist Ross delighted audiences 
at St. Ann’s Warehouse in DUMBO 
last year when he performed his minia- 


ture magic show as part of the Great 
Small Works Seventh International Toy 
Theater Festival. His nostalgic handbill 
lists tricks with names like “The Liv- 
ing Skull,” “Spooky Rabbit” and “Wa- 
ter Torture Cell,” an homage to Houdi- 
ni. The audience is further advised that 
“conversation is permitted between

Festival, and his show was just charm- 
ing.” He was booked for the Memorial 
Arch space for that August, and returns 
this summer with an updated version 
of the show. 

“I have a new Egyptian-themed illu- 
sion, ‘The Mummy’s Journey,’ ” says 
Ross, “and another new trick called 
‘Marie Antoinette.’ ” Ross, by day a 
computer teacher at Columbia Prep, 
also gives magic lessons and work- 
shops in Brooklyn, along with partner 
Howard Rappaport, with whom he co- 
founded “Park Slope Magic” to pro- 
mote the thaumaturgic arts in the com- 
munity. 


Hidden treasures 

The New York Puppet Library is a 
well-kept secret, perhaps because of an 
unusual location, which from appear- 
ances should hold nothing more than 
bats and a few spare light bulbs for the 
parks department maintenance crew. 
But the Library houses many wonder- 
ful hand-carved Czechoslovakian mar- 
ionettes, originally discovered 20 years 
ago in a Manhattan church. 

The antique marionettes are kept 
preserved, but “if anyone wants to see 
them, we’ll be happy to take them out 
of their bags,” says librarian Linnihan. 

The library’s collection also includes 
newer puppets, such as the figure of 
Haman in a guillotine-like wheeled 
chair, ornamented with dragon heads. 
Operated by a system of pulleys and 
mechanical gears, the chair is “a con- 
traption that was built. . .for a slapstick 
version of the Book of Esther,” says 
Linnihan. “You should see it in action: 
the dragons on the chair move, and 
[Haman’s] chair rises up with him as 
the villain rises in power.” 

Although the Grand Army Plaza, 
where the Central Library meets the 
gateway to Prospect Park, is a popular 
destination, it’s a bit intimidating 
crossing the busy traffic circle, and re- 
quires some caution. Still, the chance 
to see the arch and its celebrated 
Beaux Arts sculptures up close, is itself 
worth the trouble. 

While you’re waiting for the show 
to begin, you can cool off with a stroll 
by the nearby Bailey Fountain and en- 
joy its refreshing plumes of water. A 
picturesque cluster of mythical and al- 
legorical art nouveau statuary, the 
fountain was restored in 2004 at a cost 
of $1.5 million, and makes an ideal 
photo backdrop. 

All told, the New York Puppet Li- 
brary has seven more shows in store 
for puppet-lovers this season, which 
runs from May through October. There 
will be pageants, plays, live music and 
magic, culminating with a “Try-on-a- 
Puppet Halloween Extravaganza.” 
Don’t miss the chance to explore this 
fabulous cultural treasure in the heart 
of Brooklyn. 


Barge full of ‘Dreams’ 



This July, Friday nights will be rocking at 
one of the most intimate and interesting venues 
in all of Brooklyn. 

The Sunset Music Series will kick off its 1 1th 
season on July 7 at the Waterfront Museum and 
Showboat Barge in Red Hook. The festival fea- 
tures blues, swing, rock, jazz and country music. 

George Tocci, Cobble Hill resident and cre- 
ator of the festival, said the Sunset Music series 
is an opportunity to provide a venue for musi- 
cians who write and perform their own work. 

This year’s lineup will feature Grammy nom- 
inee Sleepy LaBeef as well as Tocci’s own 
band, Ellsworth and Hicks, playing blues and 
folk on July 7. Jeremy Lyons and the Deltabilly 
Boys, a New Orleans-based band, will reunite 
and play in Brooklyn on July 14 after being 
scattered after Hurricane Katrina.

Cotes du Rhone

R eal wine lovers take delight in well 
made, unpretentious wines, and so 
many of my friends in the wine busi- 
ness love the wines of Cotes du Rhone. This 
large, widely diverse appellation stretches 
125 miles, from the slopes of Cote Rotie in 
the north, near the culinary Mecca of 
Vienne, to Chateauneuf-du-Pape, south of 
the walled city of Avignon. It encompasses 
170,000 acres of vineyards and produces 
14% of all the wine made in France. Most of 
these wines are red, with about 5% of the 
total production white and 8% rose. These 
whites and roses are dry, delicious and well 
worth seeking out. 

There are many famous and often expen- 
sive wines made here: the legendary 
Condrieu and Chateau Grillet in the north 
are considered the finest expressions on the 
white Viognier grape, redolent of ripe white 
summer peaches. Cote Rotie, the “roasted 
slope” faces South, and its steep hillsides, 
planted in Syrah, gives us red wines of great 
power and depth. Hermitage and Crozes 
Hermitage, also made from 100% syrah, 
were famous for their quality long before the 
time of the Crusades. St. Joseph, Gigondas 
and Vacqueyras are wines that are meant to 
be drunk with rich and hearty foods like 
roasted meats and stews, and Chateauneuf- 
du-Pape, made from a blend of as many as 
thirteen grapes, is a wonderful wine to enjoy 
with grilled steaks and roasted lamb. 

The real values, and oftentimes bargains, 
to be had here are the wines labeled Cotes du 
Rhone and Cotes du Rhone Villages. These 
can vary in style according to the terroir of 
the vineyard and the intent of the wine 
maker to interpret the character of the 
vintage: they may be fresh and fruity, rich 
and satisfying or smoky, mysterious and 
brooding. Well known wine houses often use 
this broad appellation as a way to use up 
their excess grapes, the declassified grapes 
from overproduction of their more costly 
wines. A few small, iconoclastic wine makers 
here may age their better vintages for as 
many as ten years before putting them on the 
market, allowing wine lovers to find well 
made, mature wine at remarkably reasonable 


prices. Since there are 10,000 producers 
making wines under this name, the variation 
in styles can be immense... so it’s wise to deal 
with a wine merchant who actually tastes the 
wines that are available, and doesn’t merely 
buy the most well known labels or the cheap- 
est bottles. Over 300 million bottles of Cotes 
du Rhone are made in an average year. 

Cotes du Rhone is the broadest appella- 
tion, and wines thus labeled can be made 
from anywhere in the entire appellation, 
from Vienne to Pertuis. Most of these are 
wines that are meant to be drunk within a 
few years of the harvest. One step up (gener- 
ally... there are always a few exceptions) is 
Cotes du Rhone Villages. Wines with this on 
the label must come from the 16 villages 
specified for this appellation. These are 
considered better sites for grape growing, 
producing grapes with more character and 
better flavor. Blends are allowed, but every 
single grape must come from one of the 
villages if the wine is to be called Cotes du 
Rhone Villages. Most often, the name of the 
village appears on the label, and these are, 
alphabetically: Beaumes-de-Venise (also 
known for their dessert wines, made from 
the fragrant Muscat grape), Cairanne (some 
real individualists making wine here from 
old vines), Chusclan (terrific rosds made 
here), Laudun, Rasteau (boldly flavored), 
Roaix (shows well with 3-4 years of ageing), 
Rochegude, Sablet (lighter reds), St. Gervais, 
St. Maurice-sur-Eygues, St. Panteleon-les 
Vignes, Rousset-les-Vignes, Seguret (age this 
one for 4-7 years), Valreas, Vinsobres and 

I love the versatility of these wines. These 
are wines to simply open and enjoy. They are 
almost chameleon-like in that they pair well 
with so many foods, making them favorites 
in the bistros and brasseries of Paris... and 
New York! With summer here, I often pour 
Cotes du Rhones when we grill our dinner 
outdoors. Everything from burgers, sausages, 
steaks and chicken will taste better with a 
glass of Cotes du Rhone, and you can even 
chill it on a hot day.

We do know. And for the second year in a row it’s Tim 
Grogan. He hit only .163 in 17 games with the Cyclones 
in 2005, in part because of bone spurs in his right elbow. 
They’ve been removed — and Grogan is back. 

“He has a sweet left-handed swing. We want to get him 
to the next level as soon as possible,” said Scott Hunter, 
the Cyclones’ batting coach. 

I Don’t Give a Darn (Shortstop) 

Jake Eigsti, fresh out of Indiana State, has good range 
defensively, and quick feet. On offense, though, he still 
has adjustments to make. 

“He has to learn to hit more with his hands, now that 
he’s using wooden bats,” said Greer. 

Why? (Left field) 

Elvis is in the building. That’s Elvis Cruz, and no, he’s 
not named for “The King.” 

“I was named after my mother — Elvira,” said the per- 
sonable Venezuelan, who just joined the Brooks after a 
tour of duty in Hagerstown. So far, he’s spoken softly and 
carried a big stick. 

Jesus Gamero, who hit .237 for the Cyclones in 2005, 
has also been playing left. He did hit .323 in 2004 for 
Kingsport in the rookie league. 

Mark Wright, who’s been used as a designated hitter, 
will see time in the outfield, as will Jeremy Hambrice. 

“Hambrice has great power,” said Greer, adding that 
he’ll also be used at third and first base. 

“Hambrice is my ‘dark horse’ pick,” said batting coach 
Scott Hunter. “He has real power potential.”

Film crews: The grass is 
greener in Prospect Park

Film and TV producers 
are increasingly discover- 
ing that Prospect Park 
offers greener pastures 
than its Manhattan sister. 

While long an icon for 
filmmakers, Central Park has 
lately been losing business to 
Brooklyn’s version, thanks to 
nicer people and friendlier 
confines. 

The park’s cache has grown 
so fast — and its reputation 
spread so wide — that even a 
Bollywood movie will be 
filming there this August. 

“It does tend to be easier to 
film in Prospect Park,” said 
one location scout who didn’t 
want to be named for fear of 
souring his relationship with 
the Central Park Conservancy. 

“[Prospect Park staffers] are 
usually more accommodat- 
ing,” he added. 

There’s also something 
about the 585-acre Prospect 
Park that feels less, how you 
say?, hackneyed. 

“I’ve shot at both parks, 
and we definitely prefer 
Prospect Park,” said Jim Trza- 
ska, a location producer for 
Deha’s, a clothing catalogue 
for young women. 


“In Prospect Park, you get 
the feeling that you’re in the 
country, not in an urban area. 
You don’t get the high rises in 
the background. 

“Also, Central Park has be- 
come so iconic. People from 
all over the world can recog- 
nize Central Park. But Pros- 
pect Park still has so many 
hidden treasures.” 

Trzaska also cited Brook- 
lyn’s amiability. 

“The permitting processes 
are the same, but the Prospect 
Park Alliance is very helpful,” 
he said. “A staff member stays 
with the shoot crew all day, in 
case you need any help. They 
are much more user-friendly.” 
No wonder crews from 
“The Sopranos” and the new 
Jodie Foster and Robert 
Downey Jr. flick, “The Brave 
One,” have “discovered” the 

In addition to those recent 
shoots, one week in May saw 
park staff juggling “Music & 
Lyrics,” starring Hugh Grant 
and Drew Barrymore; a “Law 
& Order SVU” crew; the 
Delia’s shoot; a Geico com- 
mercial; an MTV show; and a 
children’s catalogue team, not 
to mention an influx of stu- 
dent filmmakers — the next 
generation of location scouts. 


Tupper Thomas, the presi- 
dent of the Prospect Park Al- 
liance and quarter-century 
champion of the park, says 
she’s noticed a particular rise 
in the number of small-screen 
productions. 

“The various TV series shot 
in New York, such as ‘Law & 
Order’ and ‘The Sopranos,’ 
started shooting in the park, 
and now they come here regu- 
larly,” said Thomas. 

Some sites in Prospect Park 
have emerged as particularly 
popular locations — soon to 
be silver-screen icons in then 
own right. 

“The Nethermead is a big, 
popular place in that it pro- 
vides you with a big space, no 
city sounds, and a tree line,” 
said George Nathaniel, an Al- 
liance officer who now spends 
about half of his time working 
on film, television, and photo 

“The same is true of the 
Long Meadow, with its rolling 
hill s.” 

The park also offers unique 
locations like the beaux arts 
Boathouse and recently reno- 
vated Picnic House. 

Ironically, part of the park’s 
popularity with location 
scouts rests not on its singular- 
ity, but on its resemblance to 



other places. 

“Prospect Park exteriors and 
even some interiors could be 
Central Park, and the buildings 
along the park and the lobbies 
could be Fifth Avenue,” said 
Zoran Blazevic, a location 
scout for “The Sopranos.” 

The park is so popular that 


it’s even become a stand-in for 
other cities — some of the 
same towns that once stole 
film shoots from New York. 

“Now we’re attracting films 
such as ‘The Departed,’ which 
recently faked Boston, and 
‘Beautiful Ohio,’ in which 
Prospect Park doubles for 


Ohio,” said Katherine Oliver, 
commissioner of the Mayor’s 
Office of Film, Theatre and 
Broadcasting. 

The Prospect Park Alliance, 
which manages the park for 
the city, provided escorts, se- 
curity and traffic control for all 
of these productions. Like the 


Central Park Conservancy, the 
Alliance only charges enough 

The Alliance does not keep 
adequate records of film and 
TV permits to chart a statisti- 
cal trend — and the Mayor’s 
Office of Film, Theatre and 
Broadcasting will not release 


the information. 

For its part, the Central Park 
Conservancy is not fazed by 
its little sister’s success. 

“We have not noticed any 
decrease in productions in our 
park,” said Jennifer Pucci, a 
spokesperson for the Conser- 
vancy.

The Chisholm trail 

Portrait ceremony provides backdrop to Congress fight

At Borough Hall, the old white men 
aren’t coining of the walls, but they are 
getting some company of color. 

A portrait of groundbreaking Congress- 
woman Shirley Chisholm was installed next to 
a historic painting of George Washington this 
week, sealing a pledge Brooklyn President 
Markowitz made four years ago when he 
vowed to take down portraits of the “old white 

At the time, Markowitz was criticized for 
what some perceived as a slight on the so-called 
“father of our country,” but the borough presi- 
dent didn’t shy away from the controversy this 

“I said it then and I’ll say it now, Borough 
Hall must have portraits of people of color, no 
color, women as well as men,” said Markowitz, 
at Monday’s unveiling of the oil portrait, paint- 
ed by Brooklyn artist Al Johnson. 

Chisholm was the first black woman elected 
to Congress, winning a central Brooklyn seat 


after district boundaries were redrawn to en- 
courage minority representation. 

That seat — and that legacy of black em- 
powerment — is up for grabs as four candi- 
dates, three of them black, one of them white, 
compete to succeed Chisholm’s successor, Rep. 
Major Owens (D-Crown Heights). 

The racial subtext of that congressional bat- 
tle was not far from Monday’s ceremony. 

Three of the four candidates — City Coun- 
cilwoman Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush), Sen. 
Carl Andrews (D-Crown Heights) and City 
Councilman David Yassky (D-Brooklyn 
Heights) — spoke. 

And all three grabbed the chance to link 
themselves to the woman in the painting. 

“I stand on her shoulders as an authentic 
voice of the people, by the people and for the 
people,” said Clarke, a Caribbean-American 
and the only woman in the race. 

Andrews said meeting the late Congress- 
woman decades ago changed his life. 

“As a boy who grew up in Crown Heights, I 
can truly say that it was Shirley Chisholm who 
charged me to dedicate my life to public serv- 


ice,” he said. 

Yassky — whose white skin has earned him 
criticism from many of Chisholm’s would-be 
political heirs as an opportunist hoping to bene- 
fit from a black vote fractured among three can- 
didates — shied away from identity politics. 

But he did argue that he was Chisholm’s log- 
ical successor. 

“Authenticity is effectively representing the 
people you are working for,” he said after- 
wards, referring to Clarke’s earlier comments. 
“I have done it Greenpoint, Park Slope, Brook- 
lyn Heights and will continue to do so in what- 
ever parts of Brooklyn I represent.” 

Chris Owens, the current congressman’s son, 
was not at the event. 

The Shirley Chisholm Cultural Institute for 
Children, which organized Monday’s ceremo- 
ny, has not endorsed a candidate. 

“I will decide what I think when it comes 
closer to Election Day,” said Vera Mattingly, 
president of the organization, which keeps alive 
the legacy of the Trinidad-bom congress- 
woman, who served in Washington from 1969 
to 1983. 


Beep's back in business

One week after receiving two 
cardiac stents. Borough Presi- 
dent Markowitz made a tri- 
umphant return to Borough Hall 
Monday afternoon — not 
tanned, not rested, but ready for 
the first day of the rest of his life. 

“The entire staff came out to 
greet him and everyone clapped,” 
said a Borough Hall insider. “He 
was very grateful, but he also chid- 
ed us about making the right health 
decisions.” 

It’s a message that the pastrami- 
and cheesecake-loving Markowitz 
has been sending for years — 
through his “Lighten Up, Brook- 
lyn!” and “Take Your Man to the 


Doctor” campaigns — yet has been 
unable to actually carry out himself. 

But this time, this time, it’s differ- 
ent, he said. 

“I’m lucky because I got a warn- 
ing,” Markowitz told a Brooklyn 
Papers reporter who caught up with 
him during a post-surgery stroll 
through Prospect Park last week. “A 
lot of people don’t get that.” 

He mentioned that his father died 
at 35 from a heart attack. As a result, 
Markowitz said he gets cardiac 
check-ups regularly — the last one 
in January showed that his arteries 
were in the clear. 

But that clean bill of health came 
due on Saturday, June 17. Com- 
plaining of pain in his chest, 
Markowitz went to Maimonides 
Medical Center in Borough Park, 


where doctors quickly determined 
that two of his cardiac arteries were 
so badly clogged that they needed 
stents to prop them open. 

The operation — a common one 
in these high-fat days — was fin- 
ished before Markowitz’s wife 
could return to the hospital after run- 
ning home to feed their pet parrot, 

After his return on Monday — 
when he paid tribute to pioneering 
Congresswoman Shirley Chisholm, 
and also dropped in on a hearing 
about violence against gays and les- 
bians — Markowitz kept a light 
schedule at Borough Hall. 

“It’s day to day,” said his 
spokesman, Brian Vines. “He defi- 
nitely wants to be back here, but the 
doctors want him to take it slowly.” 


On Tuesday, he had no official 
business. On Wednesday, he attend- 
ed a private funeral of former state 
Sen. Donald Halperin (D-Manhattan 
Beach), who was a mentor when the 
young Markowitz began his politi- 
cal career in Albany. 

On Saturday, Markowitz planned 
to journey to Coney Island for a 
“Good Morning America” spot about 
the upcoming July 4th hot-dog-eating 
contest in Coney Island. 

And on Sunday, he’ll pour cham- 
pagne for beachgoers at Kingsbor- 
ough Community College to com- 
memorate the spot where he met his 
wife, Jamie, seven years ago. 

Good thing his heart is back in 
working order.

Spitzer enters fight

A hotly contested race for the 
congressional seat being vacated by 
Rep. Major Owens became an issue 
in governor’s race when Attorney 
General Eliot Spitzer’s endorse- 
ment of one candidate led to 
charges that the state’s ethical 
watchdog had gone soft on crime. 

On Sunday, Spitzer endorsed 
state Sen. Carl Andrews (D-Crown 
Heights) for the seat, calling his 
friend and former employee, “The 
best candidate for the job.” 

But Spitzer’s gubernatorial oppo- 
nent, Nassau County Executive Tom 
Suozzi, blasted the AG for linking 
himself to Andrews — an ally of 
disgraced former Brooklyn Democ- 
ratic boss Clarence Norman. 

“This is yet another example of 
Eliot Spitzer’s double standard,” 
Suozzi campaign manager Kim De- 
vlin said in a statement.

“He [has] a decade-long relation- 
ship with one of the state’s most no- 
torious and corrupt political ma- 

The Suozzi campaign charged 
that Spitzer’s 1998 narrow election 
as attorney general came about 
thanks to support of “political clubs 
tied to Andrews and Norman.” 

Such clubs received $77,000 
from Spitzer — so much money that 
when asked why he backed Spitzer, 
Norman made a motion of writing a 
check, the Daily News reported. 

Norman was found guilty last 
year of violating state election law 
and was sentenced to two-to-six 
years in jail. There is an ongoing 
probe by DA Charles Hynes into al- 


legations that Norman sold judge- 
ships in the borough. Several reports 
have linked Andrews to that scandal. 

After winning the AG post, 
Spitzer hired Andrews as a 
$120,000-a-year aide. 

Spitzer cited that experience — 
not Andrews’s help in getting him 
elected in 1998 — on Sunday. 

When reporters asked Andrews 
about his ties to Norman, Andrews 
merely asked, “What is my name?” 

When several scribes grumbled, 
“Uh, Carl Andrews,” the candidate 
continued, “Exacdy. I represent Carl 
Andrews.” 

Chris Owens, who is running to 
succeed his father, called the Spitzer 
endorsement politics as usual. 

“The machine and the establish- 
ment protect each other,” Owens said. 

The two other contestants in the 
race — City Councilmembers 
Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush) and 
David Yassky (D-Brooklyn Heights) 
did not comment.
